all, then, that is wanted are skillful 
fingers and ideas The main use of 
these dainty accessories is to smarten 
half-worn gowns so that the eye will 
dwell on the pretty cravat or jaltot 
rather thyn on the shabby and faded 
frvK*k All sorts of odds and ends of 
material may 1 m* utilized these days for 
this purpose, rliiffm*. gauze, crape, 
silk, muslin, soft silk nml lace come in 
play, and the materials employed may 
1m* either plain or figured Laces used 
for edging are as a rule light and tleli- 
cate, but guipure lace may be used 
with pood effect. 

Tho Marie Antoinette fichus are in 
vogue once more, and no other neck 
ornament is so l»econiing to the woman 
with a soft, full throat. They may be 
made of silk mull with a plain hem- 
stitched edge; crape, tucked nnd edged 
with filmy lace, or of chiffon finished 
with deep frills. The jabot shown in 
the illustration is a favorite style. It 
is matte of a yard and a half of embroid- 
ered crepon frilling uImhiI five inches 
wide. The two headings are put to- 
gether and the material is gathered up 
through the center, the lower part be- 
ing i-liispcd to a point with two short 
mitered ends falling Ixdow it. A very 
narrow plaiting of plain crepon in a 
ligh'er color is sewn on under the seal- 
lop-**dge of the flouncing, and the point, 
which is at the waist, is drawn in with 
n ribbon i*>w. This is pretty in dark 
green, blue or black crepon, embroid- 
eries! with straw-color with ribbon to 
match. The collarette shown is made 
of white or colored silk muslin tipped 
with little tufts of black ostrich 
feather; the ruche, which is very full, 
ami for which three or four yards of the 
frilling ure required, is mounted on a 
ribbon band, und is tied in front with 
strings oi block velvet ribbon. A novel 
jabot may be made of black net stud- 
ded with sequins in flame, green, pur- 
ple and gold. The burnt is of black silk 
covered with the spangled net, and the

jabot is urrunged flounce fashion, being 
much shorter on the shoulder* than 
across the bust. This is particularly 
effective on a black gown 

A smart finish to a frock is a 
plastron of almost any kind of rib- 
bon on a while or black Brussels 
net foundation, eut like a yoke with n 
point reaching to the waist. On this 
the graduated lengths of ribbon are. 
tacked, each length being plaited a lit- 
tle at tho top und foldird to form a point 
at the end; the center band of riblmn 
is pinned down to the waist amt orna 
mooted with linips and ends of ribbon 
The collar consists of two bunds of rib- 
lK«n. either in a narrower width, or 
folded if too wide. leaving a band of net 
between, and fastened al the back of 
the ueok with a bow. Nine yards of 
ribbon ure required for this plastron. 

USEFUL BASKET. 

To restore black cashmere, wash it 
in hot suds with a tittle Intrax in the 
water; rins in very strong bluing water, 
and iron while dump. 

Thk best mucilage is made from gum 
tragucuuth anil water When well dis- 
solved, adil a few drops of oil of cloves 
and a tiny piece of alum. 

A good cement for china is made this 
way: Mix with a strong solution of gum 
arable and water enough plaster of 
paris to make a thick pastt^ Apply this 
witli a camel's hair brush to the broken 
edges und unite. 

Add to each quart of well-boiled 
starch half a icuspoonful of powdered 
borax und a tiny piece of lard, aud dip 
the collars and cuffs in while the starch 
is quite hot.

WOMAN'S SENSIBILITY. 

ffhj She Can Reals* Pain Better Than 
the Btronger 8ei. 

This is essentially an age of discover- 
ies. For years and years women have 
received credit for being more patient 
sufferers than what was once called the 
stronger sex. In Sabbath-school and 
college we have been taught to admire 
the moral heroism of our mothers, 
wives and sisters until at last we 
learned to look upon them as akin to 
angels. 

But now come two iconoclasts, bear- 1 
ing the title of professor, who declare 
with a great deal more emphasis than ! 
politeness that our estimate of woman 
has been based upon an occult sort of 
mistaken identity. The two bold men, 
known to fame as Profs. Lambroso and 
Richel. teach the science of psychology ’ 
to the young men of Turin, and con- 
tribute valuable papers to the scientific 
journals of Europe. The latest work | 
produced by Prof. Lomhroso was read 
a few days ago at a meeting of the In- 
ternational Congress of Experimental 
Psychology. It dealt with the sensi- | 
billty of women, and contained a num- 
ber of arguments intended to show that 
in general sensibility, including sen- 
sibility to pain, womrn are great- | 
ly inferior to men. “If pain ' 
were the greatest source of our mortal- i 
ity," says the professor, "women ought 1 
to die much earlier than man, who was i 
her tyrant, but 6he survived him be- I 
cause, on account of her inferior sensi- 
bility, she resisted pain better than he 
did. The reason which has made peo- 
ple believe in tho greater sensibility of 
woman was her greater irritability and j 
the louder expression she gave to her j 
suffering." 

Not satisfied with this dreadful at- i 
tack, the learned professor enters into 
n disagreeable disquisition on tears. 
"Woman's cerebral hemispheres," he 
says, "are habitually feebler than 
man's, and consequently have less pow- | 
er of resistance and reflex action. | 
She can weep more readily than man, 
and docs so because she finds it pays. 
She learns how all powerful are her 
tears. She tries to weep with policy, to j 
weep much and to weep at the right 
time. It is truly marvelous to observe 
the faculty of weeping at their own 
caprice v,hich certain women possess.” 

Either Prof. Lombroso is a crusty oltl 1 
bachelor or else he is unfortunately 
married. At this distance from Turin 
it appears that he is a very naughty 
husband who keeps the key to the fam- 
ily money drawer in his inside pocket 
His wife, it is safe to assert, has “noth- 
ing to wear” and must rely upon the 
potency of tears to induce her lord and 
master to consent to the purchase of a 
“love of a lMinnet" or a new dress to 
wear to Mine. Spaghetti's reception. In 
the course of marital warfare, the 
erudite professor lias probably imbibed 
tome quaint uotiona regarding the fair 
sex, the worst of which is that he 
judges all women by the one who has 
been unfortunate enough to marry him 
and whose originally excellent temper 
seems to have become soured from con- 
stant contact with an unlovable man.—

Thrm \\ my% In Which Htorklu^a May B« 
t ut Over. 

"Take care of the pennies and the 
pounds will take care of themselves,” is 
a good old Scotch proverb. Here are 
three ways in which stockings may be 
cutover. Where one way will not an- 
swer, another probably will. In I-'ig. I 
is shown a wuy to make a new pair for 
a child of six or eight years, so that 
there is no irritating seutn at the side 
of the foot. The sketch explains itself 
to one who is an adept at "making 
over,” a a being the top of the stocking, 
b b the heel and c c the under side of 
the toe, o o the fold or front "from top 
to toe." The points c c must be a seam 
wider than one-half the point o. Back- 
stitch from c c to a a. Then the seam 
at c c is pressed open and placed op- 
posite o and stitched across. If done 
on a chain-stitch machine, it will be 
elastic and strong. Fig. 2 shows an- 
other plan. Cut from autoxx, oxx 
being cut from the top of old foot. If 
this is too much worn, it can be cut 
across at o, and oxx can be cut from 
another piece. Then cut from I 1 on 
the dotted line to v v. From o to v v is 
the length of the top of tho foot. Sew 
from 1 i to a a: then fold over x x to v 
v at o and stitch up. after which sew 
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STOCKING PATTKHNS.

done. Fig 3 , although aot so good a 
shape as the former, cun be cut front 
those too much worn for the others, 
and is more easily made.
